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Council to Keep Its Options Open 
On School Issue; White Dissents

At its January 9 regular 
meeting, on the eve of the 
Board of Education hearing 
on Center School, the Green- 
belt City Council received a 
report by City Manager 
James K. Giese on the effect 
on the city if Center is a- 
bandoned as a school. The 
report was prepared as a re¬ 
sult of the school board’s 
proposal to replace Center 
with a new school on the 
North End site. 

Much of the report concerned 
whether the city could afford to 
exchange Center for the North 
End School. Giese suggested 
that the city could move its of¬ 
fices into , Center and rent out 
the municipal building. Council- 
member Antoinette M, Bram 
asked whether the city would get 
revenue from this. Giese said 
that it could, but that the city 
might have to renovate the mu¬ 
nicipal building. Giese said that 
the city couid not presently af¬ 
ford either Center or North End, 
and that council and the citizens 
must decide what to do. 

However, Couneilmember Tho¬ 
mas X. White argued: “You can¬ 
not equate the burden of Center 
School under the ownership of 
the city with North End Center” 
While tearing down North End 
would always be an option, White 
said, the city could never con¬ 
template razing the historic 
Center School, no matter how 
financially cumbersome the build¬ 
ing might prove. 

Several councilmembers expres¬ 
sed their surprise that White, an 
outspoken supporter of the North 
End Center, would consider raz¬ 
ing the building. However, Giese 
later pointed out that he had 
made the same point in his re¬ 
port, and that he does advocate 
tearing down part of North End. 

Ruth Kastner said that, while 
she’s sentimentally attached to 
North End, it “isn’t as funda¬ 
mental in terms of historical im¬ 
portance” as Center. Kastner 
shared White’s worries, saying 
that it might be necessary in 
the future to demolish whichever 
building the city owns. 

Open-Mindedness 

White also disagreed with oth¬ 
er members of council over what 
role council ought to take. White 
said he would not change his po¬ 
sition that Center ought to re¬ 
main a school. He was adhering, 
he explained, to the council’s own 
position on the matter and cited 
several instances in which he felt 
council had gone on record as 
recommending renovating Center 
as a school. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, however, argued that coun¬ 
cil had not yet taken an official 
position on the matter. 

Bram told White, “It behocves 
all of us to go into this with an 
open mind,” and others appeared 
to agree. Couneilmember Edward 
Putens said that he supported 


renovation of Center as a school, 
but that he was keeping an open 
mind, while Weidenfeld said, 
“I’m going to be tuned in to how 
the community feels.” Mayor pro 
tern Josph C. Isaacs also did not 
take a position. 

White criticized this manner 
of dealing with the issue. Sup¬ 
pose, he said, community senti¬ 
ment is against Center as a 
school: the city still may not be 
able to afford Center. 

Ann Pisano agreed, saying, “If 
we can’t afford to renovate Cen¬ 
ter School and we do trade for 
North End, then we’d become 
stuck with a white elephant . . .” 

White contended that the city 
had the ability to force the school 
board to abandon its idea of us¬ 
ing the North End site. “It's 
within the power of this council 
to put an end to the considera¬ 
tion of North End,” White said, 
“and I just wish that it would.” 
White’s remark was met by ap¬ 
plause from the audience. 

Role of the Survey 

Councilmembers mentioned 
other concerns. Bram felt that 
the locations of North End and 
Center ought not to be vital mat¬ 
ters in making a decision, as 
many Greenbelt children are 
bused to Landover. White wished 
that the school board had given 
council more information. Isaacs 
brough up the subject of the sen¬ 
ior citizen co-op housing com¬ 
plex which might be built at 
North End, saying, “Pm not sure 
a new school at North End would 
permit this.” 

However, Cynthia Dial felt 
council’s long discussion was pre¬ 
mature. Dial, who had come to 
the meeting after watching 
council’s proceedings on the city 
cable channel, reminded council 
that the school board had not yet 
distributed its survey, and said, 
“What the community wants is 
what we should do.” 

Dial herself, however, believes 
that Center School “is not a 
bright, cheerful environment for 
children,” and accused council of 
engaging in “a political move: 
‘Keep Greenbelt renovated at all 
costs,' ” 

Dial urged council to “force 
these issues” on the school board 
and warned council that “You’re 
going to be here all night, and 
some people are going to be too 
tired to go to (the hearing) to¬ 
morrow.” 

City Expenses 

Council authorized the negoti¬ 
ated purchase of heating equip¬ 
ment and asbestos removal ser¬ 
vices for the Youth Center from 
two companies which had done 
work for the city in the oast. 
Giese asked for suspension of 
the rules to allow for an immed¬ 
iate passage of the resolution, 
as the furnace in the Youth Cen¬ 
ter was in imminent danger of 
failing. 

Council also authorized staff 
to apply for matching funds 
from the state’s Community 4rts 
Development Centering-In Chal¬ 
lenge Grant Program, The $g5,- 


000 grant to be used to rehabil¬ 
itate one room at the North End 
Center would require the city to 
put up $25,000 in matching 
funds. Staff doubts that the c ; ty 
will get the grant—only one ap¬ 
plication from the county will be 
submitted by the Prince Georg¬ 
es Arts Council—while the stat¬ 
us of North End remains uncer¬ 
tain. However, the funds will not 
be available again until fiscal 
year 1990 at the earliest. 

Police Chief James Craze ask¬ 
ed council to approve the pur¬ 
chase of an out-of-service ambu¬ 
lance from the Greenbelt Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad. 
Craze said the police would use 
the ambulance for a variety of 
purposes: as a mobile crime lab, 
for transport of evidence and 
property, and “to get our ‘clien¬ 
tele’ back” from drug raids, as 
Craze put it. Council approved. 

Offices 

Council reluctantly removed 
Don Volk from the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB), because 
he has not yet filed * financial 
disclosure statement, due last 
April 30. Staff ideated that 
Volk had been contacted orally 
several times during the sum¬ 
mer and had been given 30 days’ 
notice by letters in September 
and November. 

Council was disinclined to pass 
the measure, as it meant disclos¬ 
ing the name of the APB mem¬ 
ber who had not yet filed. How¬ 
ever, it determined that if it 
made an exception for this case, 
it would have to do so for future 
cases. Council gave Volk 15 days 
upon receipt of the charges to 
either file his statement or to 
request a public or private hear¬ 
ing. 

In addition, council thanked 
John Churchill for his work on 
the APB. He has resigned. 

Recommendations 

Pedestrian safety was once a- 
gain addressed by council This 
time the subject was the inter¬ 
section of Hanover Parkway 
and Greenbelt Road. White had 
three concerns: lights change too 
quickly to allow pedestrians to 
cross the entire road, the median 
strip is in poor condition and has 
no break to allow strollers onto 
the pavement, and cars come 
down the hill at high speeds. 
Council voted to alert the State 
Highway Administration to their 
concerns. 

Coakley & Williams acquired 
from the National Park Service 
a half-acre piece of property 
next to the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Park and the Holiday Inn, in 
exchange for land elsewhere in 
the county. Exchanges of this 
sort, unlike land sales, do not 
require reviews from other bod¬ 
ies. Council therefore moved to 
request its congressmen and sen¬ 
ators “to seek legislation to re¬ 
quire land exchanges of this na¬ 
ture to be subject to review by 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Clearinghouse and by the Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Commis¬ 
sion.”

At its regular meeting on 
December 19, the Greenbelt 
City Council considered the 
site and landscape plan of a 
proposed courtvard by Mar¬ 
riott which will be built on 
the Golden Triangle at the 
corner of Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue a"d Gre^h^lt Road. 

According to Michele LaRo^ca 
of Meyers, Billlingsley & Sh'p- 
ley, who presented the plan, the 
lodging facility will be a four- 
story building built around a 
courtyard. It will have 152 rooms 
and a dining room primarily for 
guests although it will be open 
to the public. The facility will 
be aimed at the business custo¬ 
mer who is looking for lodging 
in a medium price range (about 
$70 per night). 

Discussion centered on the 
landscaping of the tract, partic¬ 
ularly on terracing materials to 
be used on the steep slope run¬ 
ning down from the parking lot 
to the stormwater management 
basin along Greenbelt Road. Ed¬ 
ward Kilduff of Kilduff, Nagy 
and Associates, landscape archi¬ 
tects for the project- said that 
three terraces buttressed By 
treated timbers would be used on 
the hill. The parking lot will be 
12-14 feet above the roadway- he 
said. 

Councilmembers Thomas White 
and Antoinette Bram argued that 
stone would look better and be 
more permanent, Kilduff main¬ 
tained that timbers, with a life 
of 20 years or more, are quite 
permanent and that plantings 
will largely obscure the terrac¬ 
ing materials in any case. 

Council approved the site and 
landscape plans with minor stip¬ 
ulations recommended by the 
staff. Council also approved 
three internally illuminated signs 
for the facility subject to the 
conditions recommended by the 
Advisory Planning Board. These 
conditions dealt with landscaping 
of the free-standing signs and 
right of approval of any future 
signs if the company wishes to 
move or alter those approved. 

More on Signs 

Another Marriott sign was the 
subject of a rather longer dis¬ 
cussion. A billboard on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue opposite Crescent 
Road gives directions to the 
Marriott hotel on Ivy Lane. This 
sign was found to be in viola¬ 
tion of the county zoning ordin¬ 
ance and ordered removed in 
1986. The hotel (then leased 
by the Hilton company) appealed 
the order. The appeal was heard 
Fossett & Brugger outlined the 
problems of directing patrons 
to the hotel since the structure

Prince Georges County in August 
1986 but a decision was deferred 
while the hotel attempted to ar¬ 
range alternative signage with 
the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion. 

James Austin, General Man¬ 
ager of the Greenbelt Marriott, 
and attorney Diane Leasure of 
overlooks the Beltway but no 
signs are allowed on the Belt- 
way. Customers often mistak¬ 
enly turn left into the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
premises instead of going further 
to Ivy Lane before turning left. 
Leasure noted that this mistake 
causes a traffic hazard with cars 
making a U-turn to continue 
north on Kenilworth. Austin felt 
that these mistakes would in¬ 
crease if the billboard was not 
there. 

Leasure said that the owner 
has been working with the SHA 
to try to see if that organization 
might close its entrance on Ken¬ 
ilworth so that all traffic would 
enter by way of Ivy Lane, *hus 
reducing the confusing options. 

Council passed a motion which 
directed the staff to attempt a- 
gain to get a decision from the 
Board of Appeals and to contact 
county and state representatives 
asking for their help in resolv¬ 
ing the problem. City Solicitor 
Robert A. Manzi undertook to 
get a decision from the board. 

Other Actions 

Council agreed to support state 
legislation that would prevent 
vendors from selling merchan¬ 
dise along state highways in 
urban areas. Another bill which 
council will support relates to 
abandoned vehicles. Under the 
bill, the definition of abandoned 
would be broadened to include 
operable vehicles due to malfunc¬ 
tioning or absent major compon¬ 
ents such as engine or drive 
train. 

Authorization was given for 
the purchase of five police ve¬ 
hicles and a four-wheel drive 
pick-up to be used by the city’s 
mechanic. The police cars will 
cost $13,072 each and the pick¬ 
up will cost $15,016. Both pur¬ 
chases will piggyback on state 
bids for vehicles- thus reducing 
the cost to the city. 

Council authorized the staff to 
file a departure from design 
standards (DPLS) seeking a 
waiver from requirements that 
the Greenbelt museum be made 
handicapped accessible. Accord¬ 
ing to the staff report, renova¬ 
tions to meet this requirement 
would be quite expensive. Auth¬ 
orization was also granted to hire 
a registered surveyor to prepare 
a DPLS submission. The staff 
report estimated the cost of such 
work at $1000. 

The council approved a staff 
recommendation that the city 
staff perform an analysis of the 
traffic at a few critical inter¬ 
sections in the city. The analy¬ 
sis will include a “windshield 
survey” to assess how the inter¬ 
section operates, recent traffic 
counts, assignment of level of 
service classifications to the in¬ 
tersections and assessment of 
impact of future developments. 
These surveys are to be under¬ 
taken in response to Council- 
member Edward Putens request

Early in February Greenbelters will receive a ques¬ 
tionnaire from the Prince Georges County Board of Educa¬ 
tion concerning which facility will offer the better educa¬ 
tional alternative for Greenbelt elementary school children: 
an expanded, modernized and redeveloped Center School or 
a new school built on the site of the city-owned North End 
School. School officials — from the superintendent to many 
teachers — have made clear their belief that a brand-new 
school would better suit the educational needs of the chil¬ 
dren. Nevertheless, they have said the choice made by 
Greenbelters will have a major effect on the recommenda¬ 
tion by school administrators to the Board of Education. 
(The nine-member board makes the final decision.) 
School officials promise that either alternative will result 
in a viable school — one of which the community may be 
proud. 

Since their mandate is limited to planning for educa¬ 
tion, school officials have directed their survey to such edu¬ 
cational concerns. Yet we Greenbelters must consider our 
responses within a larger context. 

Rarely do we have the opportunity to choose between 
two such symetrical situations Either we retain Center 
School as a school and have the city rehabilitate all or 
part of North End School for community programs; or we 
may have a brand new school built on the North End site 
and plan to have the city redevelop Center School for com¬ 
munity programs. In order, however, to compare these 
alternatives, here are a.few issues which we need to include 
in our overall thinking: 

• Which of the two facilities would be better suited 
for community programs? Size, location, potential alloca¬ 
tion of space, parking and the city's future needs will all 
have to be studied in responding to this question. 

• Which facility, if used for community programs, 
would cost the city taxpayers more? 

•i*? Center School as a school or as a 

facility for community programs better help in bringing 
vitality back to the Roosevelt Center Mall — to the original 
focus of activity within the community? 

• Which use would preserve more of Center School’s 
historic structure?

As they exist, they 
are a hazard to any pedestrians 
who may have to walk in this 
area, according to the staff re¬ 
port. A police officer was re¬ 
cently injured by falling into one 
of the drains during a foot chase.

February 23-25 was set for a 
council-staff retreat which will 
deal with strategic planning 
goals and action steps, prioritiza¬ 
tion of capital projects, and if 
time permits, council-staff work¬ 
ing relationships and manage¬ 
ment of projects and issues.

Restore Center School 
To a Community Building 

There has been much discus¬ 
sion of maintaining Center 
School for its original purpose— 
that of an educational facility. 
In the planned community con¬ 
cept, the core city serves the ed¬ 
ucational, recreational, commer¬ 
cial and civic needs of its citi¬ 
zens. It is important to remem¬ 
ber, however, that while the 
building was designed as a school, 
it had a dual purpose. It was 
used as—and was called—the 
Community Building when it op¬ 
ened in October 1937. 

The Community Building was 
originally owned and operated by 
the Federal government. The 
governent made the facility av¬ 
ailable to the county as an ele¬ 
mentary school. In February 
1953, the building was dedicated 
to the City of Greenbelt. In 1959, 
the city sold it to the Board of 
Education for $260,000. The 25th 
Anniversary edition of the News 
Review describes the building 
thus; 

“Until the Community Build¬ 
ing was sold, it remained the un¬ 
questionable focus of community 
life. In the early years it housed 
the churches on Sunday and pro¬ 
vided recreational facilities dur¬ 
ing the week. The combination 
auditorium and gymnasium serv¬ 
ed as a meeting place for the 
Citizens Association and other 
local organizations and provided 
a place for entertainments, 
stage shows, public forums, and 
debates. The classrooms were 
not only used by the children, 
but also for adult education and 
vocational training. 

“As George Warner said in his 
book on Greenbelt: The Corner, 
ative Community’ “It was to be 
come one of our best-loved build¬ 
ings, for it was here that all seg¬ 
ments of the citizenry were to 
meet, discuss their mutual prob¬ 
lems, worship, study, and play,’ ” 

Teachers, many parents and 
the Board of Education have sta¬ 
ted the advantages of a new 
school building at the North End 
site. Additional space, a design 
that suits the teaching environ¬ 
ment deemed desirable by educa¬ 
tors, and recreational facilities 
that would accommodate both 
sqhool and city needs are all po¬ 
tent arguments in favor of a new 
school. 

Eliminating the educational 
component of the planned com¬ 
munity concept as embodied in 
the present Center School would 
be, in a sense, a loss. Yet, the 
gain—and a great gain it seems 
to me— would be to return to 
the concept of the Community 
Building as a focus of commun¬ 
ity life. 

Among the uses that City Man¬ 
ager Jim Giese has proposed for 
the Community Building is to 
move the city offices into part of 
that space while selling or leas¬ 
ing the present Municipal Build¬ 
ing. This would provide ade¬ 
quate space for current and fu¬ 
ture city staffiing needs. As the 
focus of community life, the 
Community Building also could 
serve a variety of needs. It of¬ 
fers meeting room space for the 
numerous city activity groups. 
It offers space for a senior citi¬ 
zen activity center, adult day 
care, recreation department pro¬ 
grams, child day care center, 
nursery school, artists’ studios 
and cable T.V. studio. 

What better location for these 
activities than in the heart of 
the city, where transportation 
and parking needs could be bet¬ 
ter serviced? Where better could 
Greenbelt showcase its history 
than in a performing arts center 
in the core city? 

Another potential use that 


would work only at the Center 
School site is the creation of a 
city Visitor’s Center, where stu¬ 
dents, residents, and persons 
from around the world could 
view films and displays on, for 
example, the social conditions of 
the 1930s that were responsible 
for Greenbelt's construction. Fol¬ 
lowing a 15-20 minute introduc¬ 
tion, visitors could walk through 
the underpass to visit the Green¬ 
belt Museum. 

Greenbelt is a city with a un¬ 
ique history. It is important to 
protect that history through 
preservation of green space, of 
the buildings that mark its dis¬ 
tinct Art Deco character, and of 
the planned community concept. 
That concept places the focus of 
community life at the center of 
town, the hub from which all 
else radiates. Preservation of 
this concept would best be ob¬ 
tained through the restoration of 
Center School as the Community 
Building, while constructing a 
new and exciting educational fa¬ 
cility in the North End where, 
in fact, more school-age child¬ 
ren now reside.

Other Options 

(With regard to renovation of 
Center School,) the best solution 
could realistically take pbjce 
only if the number of students 
attending the school was signifi¬ 
cantly reduced. If the student 
population was reduced from 650 
to 450, the need for the 1964 4 
Center School addition would no 
longer exist, ft is the additional 
two-story structure which creates 
most of the design limitations 
and makes more difficult the su¬ 
pervision of students as they 
move from one area of the build¬ 
ing to another. The county 
(would have) an opportunity to 
implement a promise of Parris 
Glendening’s to significantly re¬ 
duce the student-teacher ratio. 

This could be achieved if the 
county reacquired the North End 
site and through a phased-in 
program relocated 175 to 200 
students to North End. The re¬ 
sult would be two operating fa¬ 
cilities, 450 students at Center 
(potentially a student-teacher 
ratio reduction from 34 students 
/teacher to 25 students/teacher) 
and 175 to 200 students at North 
End. An important by-product 
(would be) the flexibility neces¬ 
sary to deal with a projected in¬ 
crease in school-aged children in 
the Greenbelt area during the 
1990’s and beyond. 

I would recommend that city 
funds and grants currently allo¬ 
cated for the North End site 
be used to expand the Recrea¬ 
tion Department facility.

hope when the school board’s 
survey comes to your door, you 
decide based on what can be ra¬ 
ther than what the school board 
claims can not be. With a little 
effort and commitment Center 
School can be restored and en¬ 
larged to provide a state-of-the- 
art teaching facility, but with a 
difference. The difference will be 
those portions of the facility 
which cannot be duplicated at 
North End. It isn’t simply his¬ 
toric qualities which make Cen¬ 
ter School unique, but rather its 
context within the community, 
its site surrounded by other sup¬ 
porting facilities and especially 
its warmth and character. These 
are attributes that will be lack¬ 
ing in a new building at North 
End, 

It is time to decide that we 
can have a showpiece educational 
facility at Center School and go 
to work to achieve it. Let us not 
allow anything to get in the way 
of the objective to have the best. 
If the playground presents chal¬ 
lenges, then let’s meet those 
challenges. If the addition built 
in the 1960’s is a hindrance, then 
let's remove it. But let's make 
it absolutely clear to the school 
board that “state of the art” and 
“exceptional” start with the res¬ 
toration and use of Greenbelt 
Center Elementary School as a 
school.

Tra ffic Concern 

The Woodland Hills Commun¬ 
ity Association has worked with 
other groups and the city to help 
preserve the green space in 
Greenbelt's North End. One par¬ 
ticular concern of ours is the 
traffic which such new develop¬ 
ment would generate. 

^ The suggestion that North End 
School be rebuilt and Center 
School closed raises similar con¬ 
cerns. The residential streets 
which access the North End are 
not designed to accommodate 
new bus and car traffic. The re¬ 
building of North End School 
would also give further impetus 
to developers wanting to build 
in the area. Certainly the price 
to the city of Parcel 1 would in¬ 
crease because of the prospect 
of a new elementary school be¬ 
ing constructed nearby. 

Cost is also a concern if the 
city acquires Center School. The 
magnitude of the required ren¬ 
ovation would put a terrible 
strain on the budget at a time 
when expenses — and taxes — 
are already increasing, despite 
increased growth. 

Accordingly, we favor contin¬ 
ued use of Center School as a 
Prince Georges County elemen¬ 
tary facility, renovated in a 
quality manner as promised by 
the Superintendent of Schools. 
We oppose building a new facil¬ 
ity on the site of the former 
North End School,

Questions Motive 

I thank the Board of Educa¬ 
tion for holding a well-run and 
informative meeting to discuss 
the option to renovate Greenbelt 
Center School or construct a new 
building on another site. I take 
exception, however, to the conclu-’ 
sion that a new building on an¬ 
other site would provide “better 
educational value.” 

For example, it was stated 
that the Center school gym is 
20% too large. However, the 
gym is filled to capacity during 
school plays and important pub¬ 
lic meetings. 

It was stated that the multi¬ 
purpose room and gym in a mod¬ 
ern school (should) be next to 
each other. However, they are on 
opposite ends of the building in 
the relatively new University 
Park Elementary school build¬ 
ing, as one example. 

Finally, the board’s unwilling¬ 
ness to include Braden Field 
when considering the adequacy 
of the Center School playground 
is questionable when, in fact, it 
is 150 yards from the Center 
School building to Braden Field 
and 130 yards from the North 
End building to its ball field. 

The consensus of the citizens 
at the meeting was that removal 
of the 1968 addition at Center 
School would open up design pos¬ 
sibilities tremendously. Yet this 
idea was brushed aside. The 
Board of Education apparently 
has not determined if there are 
additional construction costs for 
this option, nor have they ser¬ 
iously discussed it with state of¬ 
ficials. This option has the ad¬ 
vantages of eliminating the split 
level problem (and) permits 
grouping the new addition close 
to the original section to reduce 
the sprawling floor plan problem. 
A greater proportion of the build 
ing would then be new, which 
permits much greater desgin free¬ 
dom to meet current standards. 
Given the condition of the addi¬ 
tion, it may be more cost ffee- 
tive to remove than renovate. 

Although I appreciate that 
public input is being asked, I be¬ 
lieve the presentation was slant¬ 
ed in favor of a new building. 
Obviously a new school is the 
most expedient solution to the 
difficulties of renovating a his¬ 
torical building and a two-year 
relocation. A new school on an¬ 
other site simplifies the job. But 
I question whether this motive 
should he the deciding factor in 
a decision which will leave the 
center of our planned commun¬ 
ity without its elementary school.

Make Opinions Known 

After an extensive writeup in 
the News Review' January 12, 
we are given a brief statement, 
“Giese does not recommend pro¬ 
viding the performing arts cen¬ 
ter requested by the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, saying that the ex¬ 
tensive renovations suggested 
would make the multipurpose 
room unsuitable for many other 
proposed uses.” He then goes 
on to give an approximate cost 
of renovation of $739,800 with 
no explanation, and adds that op¬ 
erating expenses would probably 
have to be subsidized by the city. 
(Editors note: The full report 
explains that all cost estimates 
are based upon the square foot¬ 
age to be renovated.) 

It is difficult to understand Mr. 
Giese’s negative response to a 
performing arts center, when 
GAC has shown in the past that 
it not only can meet its own ex¬ 
penses, but (can raise funds 
from individuals as well as cor¬ 


porations. Given the assurance 
of a permanent facility, GAC is 
confident it can apply for and 
receive funding from a variety of 
sources which heretofore were 
unavailable to them because they 
were in a rental facility with no 
lease. 

The Arts Center has been ac¬ 
tively pursuing its fund raising 
efforts and citizen support has 
been outstanding. Fund raisers 
in September, October, Novem¬ 
ber, and December each surpas¬ 
sed the projected goals. 

The Board of Directors set out 
a plan for the North End Center 
to include a performing arts fa¬ 
cility. Dance and music studios 
would be available during the 
day for classes and special pro¬ 
grams (and used) nights nnd 
weekends for rehearsals and ren¬ 
tal to outside groups. The “mul¬ 
ti-purpose room” would be mod¬ 
ified to a fully functional the¬ 
atre, with light and sound facil¬ 
ities. Granted, it would not be 
available for such athletic ac¬ 
tivities as basketball, but the 
dance studio would be available 
for aerobic and gymnastic clas¬ 
ses. 

For years Greenbelt has sub¬ 
sidized a recreation program sec¬ 
ond to none. GAC is only asking 
that the whole person be consid¬ 
ered and not only the athlete. 
Interest in the performing arts 
has been demonstrated by the in¬ 
creased enrollment of children in 
the Arts Center’s drama classes. 
A functioning theatre would aid 
in that program. 

In its proposal for renovations 
the Arts Center suggested that 
the interior subdivision and/or 
finishing work in the performing 
arts areas could be done by the 
technical crews of the Arts Cen¬ 
ter. We have built stages and 
light booths, have craftsmen of 
all types in our group and could 
accomplish the interior renova¬ 
tion for far far less than the 
estimates put forth by the city 
manager. 

But we are even more confus¬ 
ed over who will use the space 
and who will make that decision. 
When CNEC and GAC and oth¬ 
ers held several meetings to plan 
the use of the facility, it was 
proposed that it include a senior 
day care and drop-in center, a 
children’s day care, a visual arts 
facility and a performing arts 
facility. Vague references to the 
Recreation Department needing 
some space were voiced, but 
nothing was ever given in writ¬ 
ing to any of the groups trying 
to set forth plans for the facil¬ 
ity. Now Mr, Giese in his re¬ 
port includes the Recreation De¬ 
partment, city offices storage 
space, the Greenbelt Museum, 
cable television, rental offices 
and on and on. 

There are a few decisions that 
have to be made. Will the school 
be razed for a new elementary 
school ? If not, the city must de¬ 
cide if it would raze or renovate 
the structure. Then a very im¬ 
portant decision: do we want 
the space to do a little of every¬ 
thing badly or a few things very 
well? 

On January 31 a work session 
on North End is to be held. We 
urge citizens to make their opin¬ 
ions known on the proposed 
North End Center . We also 
hope at that time the city will 
be more specific in how broad or 
narrow the scope of the Narth 
End Center will be, and how 
many functions it will be ex¬ 
pected to perform.

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How Safe is Safe for Children ?

How safe is safe enough 
for children was the ques¬ 
tion raised by council at the 
November 29 regular city 
council meeting. The subject 
of the conversation was a 
child care center which is 
planned for Maryland Trade 
Center, the office complex 
next to Greenway Center. 

The councilmembers' strong 
opinions seemed to arise, as 
Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram put it, because “this is not 
a steel and mortar issue, this is 
not a curb and gutter issue, this 
is a human issue/' 

Planning and Development Co- 
ordinator Celia Wilson presented 
staff's report on the revision of 
site plans for Maryland Trade 
Center (MTC) III and IV. In 
the revision for MTC III, an ac¬ 
tivity area is planned for a new 
child care center. Two bank 
pads are also conceived, one for 
MTC III and one for MTC IV. 

Staff was unable to make rec¬ 
ommendations on MTC IV, as it 
had not yet seen a site plan in¬ 
corporating changes — in land¬ 
scaping and the walk system — 
recommended by the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB), 

As for MTC III, staff recom¬ 
mended approval of the site plan 
on condition that the owner, 
Coakley & Williams, erect no 
exterior signs “advertising the 
day care facility , . . other than 
signs needed for safety," and 
that the owner agrees not to in¬ 
terfere with the outlot during 
the time before that area is 
transferred to the city. 

In addition, staff recommend¬ 
ed that one of the planned side¬ 
walks be deleted and another ad¬ 
ded, and that the curbing be ex¬ 
tended to include the sidewalks. 
In the present plan, Wilson not¬ 
ed, 41 (the sidewalks) are striped 
areas within the parking areas." 

Attorney Richard Reed, from 
the Seabrook firm of Fossett & 
Brugger and representing Coakley 
& Williams, indicated later in the 
meeting that the latter company 
had agreed to the suggested ex¬ 
change of sidewalks. However, 
he said, it would be difficult to 
extend the curbing since “we're 
dealing with an existing situa¬ 
tion . . . the curbing's already 
in." He said he was more re¬ 
ceptive to an earlier suggestion 
by Wilson that concrete ballards 
be erected between the sidewalks 
and the parking lot. Staff indi¬ 
cated thgt this change would be 
acceptable. 

Gates—Open or Locked? 

Council, however, turned out 
to be more concerned with the 
fence around the child care cen¬ 
ter’s activity area. The fence, 
as it was gradually explained 
during the meeting, would sur¬ 
round a playground area used 
by the NYMA child care center. 
All the play equipment used by 
the NYMA center is portable 
and can be taken inside when the 
children are in the build'ng. 
There is one building door with¬ 
in the activity area and it leads 
solely to the child care center. 

Under the site plan in ques¬ 
tion, there are two gates in the 
fence, which allow pedestrian 
access around the building. These 
gates are always locked when 
the children are outside. Howev¬ 
er, when the children are inside 
and when the child care center 
is closed, the gates can be left 
open. Benches in the activity 
area would allow office workers 
to congregate there during their 
lunch hours. 

Susan Nyce of NYMA told 


council that the center will con¬ 
tain 21 children, from three 
to 30 months of age. There will 
be a one to three ratio of staff 
to children. 

The question which dominated 
the rest of the meeting was: 
Why open the gates? In answer 
to Councilmember Joseph C. 
Isaac's questions, Wilson ack¬ 
nowledged that there are likely 
to be few pedestrians wanting to 
walk around the building, since 
MTC III has twin entrances at 
the north and south ends of the 
building (the child care center is 
on the east side). However, she 
said that staff felt it had to leave 
open the possibility that some¬ 
one would want to do so. 

“On balance, I’d be more con¬ 
cerned about children than ad¬ 
ults," Isaacs replied, 

Amendment Proposed 

This proved to be the prevail¬ 
ing sentiment among council- 
members. Councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram said that, while she 
welcomed the idea of a child 
care center, she believed the 
gates should be keflt locked at 
all times. “You either have all 
or nothing," she said. “You're 
going to have that play-yard, 
you keep it secure for the chil¬ 
dren, and that's that." 

Bram proposed a “friendly" 
amendment, “that the play-yard 
be secured during the hours of 
operation for the day care cen¬ 
ter ... at all times unless there 


is a problem in terms of fire 
and safety hazards." Bram de¬ 
scribed this as a “compromise" 
from her earlier position that 
the activity area ought to be 
locked 24 hours a day. She ad¬ 
ded later that, if safety regula¬ 
tions did not allow the locking 
of the fence, the entire motion 
should be returned for consider¬ 
ation to the council. 

Robert Manzi felt that the 
amendment ought to be a separ¬ 
ate motion because he believed 
that the Maryland-National Cap¬ 
ital Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion (M-NCPPC), which would 
next consider the matter, would 
not be able to deal with the ques¬ 
tion of when the gates should be 
left open. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld agreed 
with Manzi. He added later, 
“I’m not sure that the city 
should be imposing this require¬ 
ment on private enterprise/ 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White said he felt that this was 
a matter in which we should 
trust the judgment of the state 
and county. “I don't think the 
expertise lies within the city to 
regulate (the child care) ser¬ 
vice" 

Bram later countered such sen¬ 
timents by saying that toys 
which have passed inspection by 
government regulatory bodies 
are sometimes found to be unsafe 
by parents. 

Councilmembers Bram, Isaacs,

TWO NEW CITY COMMITTEES

What Causes Mottled Enamel? 

Mottled enamel is the name 
of a condition in which chalky 
white spots and blotches ap¬ 
pear on the teeth. Although 
these teeth are structurally 
sound, and, in fact, more re¬ 
sistant to decay, they are not 
esthfetically pleasing. It is 
caused by too much fluoride in 
the diet, either naturally from 
certain water sources, or as 
a vitamin supplement. 

Many part of our country 
have naturally occuring fluor¬ 
ide in the water supply. Mott¬ 
ling is very common in some 
of these areas and. except for 
using bottled water, can not 
be prevented. In the case of 
dietary fluoride, strict adher¬ 
ence to recommended maxi¬ 
mum levels must be main¬ 
tained according to age level. 
The current acceptable doses 
are 6 months to 2 years, 0.25 
mg per day; 2-3 years, 0.5 
mg per dayjand over 3, 1 mg 
per day. These levels have 
been found to be sufficient to 
prevent dental decay while 
minimizing the occurrence of 
mottling. Note that these 
figures are only valid when no 
fluoride is found in the water 
supply and that under 6 
months of age, fluoride is not 
to be given at all,
